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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Jallianwala Bagh NationalMemorial Act, 1951 was enacted to provide for the 
Crection and management of a Nativnal Memorial to perpetuate the in citviy uſluse kilicu vi 
wounded on the 13th day of April, 1919 in Jallianwala Bagh , Amritsar. The objects of the said 
Act was to place the then existing Trust on a permanent basis, to establish a body corporate 
to be known as the Trustees of the Jallianwala Bagh NationalMemorial, to transfer to that 
body all the property and funds and to confer upon that body all necessary powers for 
carrying out the objects of the Trust. 

2 . The objects of the Trust, inter alia , include erection and maintenance ofbuildings, 
structures and parks at or near the site of the Jallianwala Bagh in the city of Amritsar, 
acquiring lands, buildings and other properties for the purposes of the Trust and raising and 
receiving funds for the purposes of the NationalMemorial. . . . .. 

3. Over a period of time, with the passing away of the Trustees appointed for life, the 
situation has changed and the Government does not have proper representation on the 
Trust. Further, the Government cannot appoint Trustees for life withoutmaking necessary 
amendments in the said Act . Therefore , with a view to filling up the vacancies caused on 
account of the passing away ofthe life Trustees, it has become necessary to amend the said 
Act through the Jallianwala Bagh NationalMemorial (Amendment) Bill , 2003. . . 

4 . Jallianwala Bagh is a National Memorial revered by all the Indians. The new 
composition proposed in the Bill would make the Trust much more representative in its 
character . The Trust will receive the rightful recognition and importance if it is headed by the 
PrimeMinister as proposed . 

5 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .
